Persistence and zeal on the part of the men of Amiens hare made possible the famous Amiens Cathedral which stands today; four times 

it was built and destroyed by fire or lightning. It was erected for the fifth time in the thirteenth century and it has stood since that time: 

even the last construction was not without mishap, however, for in 1258 fire badly damaged much of the woodwork and made it necessary to 
rebuild part of the then unfinished interior. Norsemen burned to the ground the first Amiens Cathedral in 881. It was rebuilt but destroyed 
by lightning in 1019. The next structure was burned in 1107, and the one that replaced it was completely ruined by lightning in 1218. 

The present cathedral was begun in 1220 and completed late in that century. The chief treasure of Amiens is a part of the skull of John the 

Baptist. It is kept in the Chapel of St. John the Baptist and shown only at the most important ceremonies. All that remains is the front 
part of the skull including the face. It was first kept in the churches of Asia, from there was removed to Constantinople and thence to Amiens.

The chief characteristics of the Colosseum are strength and solidity. It is the Amphitheater where the 
Romans held gladiatorial fights, though they later added to the program the slaughter of Christians by 
wild beasts, affording great amusement for the crowds. The building is oval in shape and had four tiers 
of seats surrounding the arena, which is about 2 80 feet long by 160 feet wide. When it was dedicated 
in 80 A. D by Emperor Titus, there was a celebration that lasted almost one hundred days. Five thousand 
wild animals were slaughtered in the arena. It was not until the reign of Justinian in the sixth century 
that the shedding of human blood ended. A bull fight was held in the building as late as 1 332. Afcout 
1750 , Pops Benedict consecrated the budding to the memory of Christian martyrs who had died there to 
make a holiday for mighty emperors and blood thirsty mobs.

* M onticello was the home of Thomas Jefferson near Charlottesville, Virginia. He inherited the 1900-acre estate from 
his father. In 1765, he began building the house on a hilltop but it was not entirely completed until about twenty 
years later on account of his devout attention to his Country. After his retirement from office he lived for seventeen years 
at Monticello, which became the resort of all the great minds of the Country. This keeping open house ruined Jefferson 
financially. It was even necessary for him to sell his vast library, but when his friends heard of his difficulty, they raised 
$18,000.00 to assist him. He only lived a short time after that to enjoy this kind generosity. Monticello is one of the most 
elaborate Colonial houses in the .
